“ He showed a great deal of strength. I 
told him that all our family was praying 
for his complete and total recovery . ”

and 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
present trip to India 
Ford broke off the barnstorming 
political tour briefly to go to the Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital where the 61- 
year-old Nixon was still in critical 
condition following phlebitis surgery 
and a brush with death Tuesday.

Judiciary Committee has tax files on 
Nelson

"adverse” information, but Rockefeller 
refuses to allow the information to be 
made public, the Los Angeles Times 
reported Thursday. 
The Times, in a story from its 
Washington bureau, quoted a source on 
the committee. 
Rockefeller’s nomination to the vice 
presidency 
is 
under 
scrutiny 
by 
congressional committees. 
The 
Times 
said 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee had obtained from the Joint 
Committee 
on 
Internal 
Revenue 
Taxation an IRS file on Rockefeller. A 
source on the committee said the 
information it contains is “ adverse” to 
the former New York governor, but the 
source would not go into further detail, 
citing the federal law that makes it a 
crime to reveal the contents of a tax file 
without the taxpayer’s permission. 
A member of the committee, the 
Times said, confirmed that it was 
barred from making public the contents 
of the file. 
Rockefeller made the information 
available to the committee "for internal 
use of committee members and staff,” 
said Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif. 
"N o rm ally

would 
release 
information by a majority vote of the 
committee, 
but 
he 
(Rockefeller) 
precluded that ... with a caveat ... that 
he would not waive the statute making it 
a crime to distribute any income tax 
matters to the public.” 
Edwards said the committee had 
discussed refusing to examine the report 
unless Rockefeller leaves it up to the 
committee to decide whether it should 
be made public. 
"Some members say that if he can’t 
trust the committee to do what’s right, 
they wonder what kind of nominee he 
is,” Edwards said. 
“ Maybe he just doesn’t want the job 
very badly.” 


Hearing today 
for Etheridge 


The fate of Lompoc teen-ager Owen 
Gerry Etheridge who is accused in the 
shooting death of his father, hung in the 
balance pending the outcome of a 
hearing today before Judge Arden T. 
Jensen in Santa Barbara. 
Young Etheridge who is 16 years old 
and won’t be 17 until later this month, is 
being processed as a juvenile. A petition 
filed in juvenile court charges him with 
the murder of his father, Roscoe Owen 
Etheridge, 60, last Aug. 27. 
Jensen will hear evidence on either 
side of the question and rule whether 
that evidence proves the contention of 
the petition beyond a reasonable doubt. 
If Jensen 
finds the petition true, 
Etheridge could face a number of 
consequences. For example he could be 
confined in some institutional setting 
such as the California Youth Authority 
or Los Prietos Boys Camp, or he could 
be assigned to a more civilian setting 
such as a foster or contract home, or he 
could be turned over to the custody of 
his own family. 
The youngster has been living at home 
since the case erupted into the public 
view.

— The "most damaging evidence” in 
the case against Navarro "comes on 
tapes from the mouth of Mr Navarro.” 
He was referred to police-monitored 
conversations between Navarro and 
Henry Rodriguez, a developer, who 
Navarro concedes was offering him 
bribes ranging from $10,000 on down at 
various 
times. Navarro’s responses 
show a "deal was made,” McKinley 
claimed starting with Navarro’s visit 
July 27 to the Santa Ynez Valley resort. 


— Gross overnight camping revenues 
of up to $500,000 could be realized by the 
developers if Catterlin's usual “ swing” 
vote leaned in their direction.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Jeb Stuart 
Magruder 
today 
angrily 
denied 
implications by a defense lawyer at the 
Watergate cover-up trial that he had 
taken money from Richard M Nixon’s 
1972 
re-election 
campaign 
for 
his 
personal use. 
“ There are no funds missing from the 
Committee to Re-elect the President 
that I had anything to do with,” 
Magruder testified, his voice rising. " I 
have taken no funds ... if that is your 
supposition.” 
The implication was raised by Jacob 
A. Stein, lawyer for cover-up defendant 
Kenneth W. Parkinson, who said former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell had 
been "suspicious’ that Magruder had 
diverted campaign cash. Parkinson, a 
lawyer for the re-election committee, 
and Mitchell are two of the five former 
Nixon associates on trial. 
With the jury out of the room, Stein 
said 
that 
Parkinson 
at 
Mitchell’s 
suggestion had questioned Magruder at 
a July 15, 
1972 meeting about his 
financial status He said Mitchell be­ 
lieved Magruder had “ sticky fingers.” 
When Magruder and the jury returned 
to the court room, Stein bore in on that 
meeting. Magruder testified he had 
forgotten all about the discussion until 
today and now remembered that he had 
discussed his finanacial affairs with 
Parkinson because he was afraid he 
might be indicted for Watergate. 
“ I didn’t realize it at the time but I 
realize only today that it was a setup 
conversation,” 
Magruder 
said 
“ I 
maybe made the mistake of thinking Mr. 
Parkinson was a friend. I ’m a very open 
person.” 
"To forbid me to examine this man’s 
motivation who has lied time and 
time again is an insult ” Stein said in 
obtaining permission from U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica to pursue the 
questioning. 


Magruder has testified that at the July 
14 meeting, he gave Parkinson the true 
story of the W'atergate affair, but later 
former 
Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell told him not to reveal the facts 
again. 


But Stein said that Mitchell, another 
of the defendants, had asked Parkinson 


in their July 15 meeting to question 
Magruder closely about his personal 
finances. 
“ Mr. Parkinson was told by Mr. 
Mitchell that Mr. Magruder was a liar. 
As I understand it, he still thinks he is a 
liar, and if he testifies, I think he will 
call Mr. Magruder a liar,” Stein said 
“ Mr Parkinson also was told that Mr. 


Magruder had sticky fingers,” Stein 
said, adding that there was "some 
evidence” to indicate this. "He took 
$6,000 that didn’t belong to him, as far as 
I can see.” 
Stein said these allegations, not the 
truth of the Watergate story, were 
foremost in Parkinson’s mind when he 
met with Magruder that July 15.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The nation's 
unemployment rate rose to 6 per cent in 
October adding another 200,000 Ameri­ 
cans to the jobless ranks and matching 
the highest rate in 13 years, the Labor 
Department said today. 
Two out of every three Americans 
entering the labbr market in the past 
year have not found a job, the latest 
report indicated. 
A total of 5.5 million persons were out 
of work across the country last month, 
an increase of 1.3 million from October, 
1973, according to a report issued by the 
department’s 
Bureau 
of

Statistics.

stop in Afghanistan 


KABUL,

Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
stopped 
briefly 
in 
mountainous 
Afghanistan today on his way to Tehran 
for crucial oil talks with the Shah of 
Iran. 
Kissinger held talks with President 
Mohammad Daoud during a four-hour 
stay in Afghanistan, the fifth stop in a 
month-long tour of Europe, Asia and the 
Middle East 
His gleaming blue-and-white jetliner 
was quickly readied at Kabul Airport to 
take Kissinger to Iran to confer with the 
Shah about the world’s soaring oil 
prices. 
Kissinger met with Daoud for talks 
expected to bolster the independence of 
Afghanistan, 
a 
relatively 
primitive 
nation located strategically between 
India and the Soviet Union 
The Soviet Union is Afghanistan’s 
major supplier of arms today, but Daoud 
is seeking moral support from the 
United States to buttress his indepen­ 
dence. 
Diplomatic officials said Kissinger 
assured the president of America’s 
interest in the maintenance of a free and 
independent Afghanistan.

SACRAMENTO (U PI > - Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr failed his 
state bar examination in 1964 
and spent three months on the 
third floor of the governor's 
mansion studying California 
law before passing on the sec­ 
ond try. 
Shortly before the second bar 
exam, Brown, whose father 
was governor at the time, also 
received a three-week “ crash 
program’' 
from 
Gus 
E. 
Skarakis, an attorney for the 
state Department of Consumer 
Affairs 
and 
part-time 
instructor at McGeorge Law 
School. 
Brown, 
the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee, 
took 
his first examination in August 
1964, just months after he was 
graduated 
from 
Yale 
Law 
School. Officials informed him 
in December he had failed on 
his first attempt 
Failing the bar in California 
is not unusual and bar officials 
said “ some of the best’’ do not 
make it on the first try. 
Statistics show about 50 per 
cent usually fail the examina­ 
tion, which is given twice a 
year. 
In August 1964, when Brown 
made his first attempt, 1,757 
took the examination and 899 
passed for a pass-fail percent­ 
age of 51.2 
Brown took his second test in 
March 1965. Records show he 
passed and was admitted to the 
bar on June 14, 1965. He later 
joined the prestigious Los An­ 
geles law firm of Tuttle and 
Taylor. 
Skarakis, who tutored Brown 
for three weeks before his suc­ 
cessful attempt, said, “ I was 
able to work with Jerry on a 
one to one basis. At the incep­ 
tion 
it 
appeared 
that 
his 
chances were really slim.” 
Skarakis, who worked for the 
state while Edmund G. Brown 
was governor, said, “ In three 
weeks I was really impressed 
with the guy He really put it 
together.

Ten-year-old 
Joel 
Hagow 
made the rounds of his Warren, 
Mich., 
neighborhood 
in his 
Casey Joel Limited —a little 
express train made by his 
father to disguise his wheel­ 
chair. Brain damage left the 
boy with poor use of his arms 
and legs. 
When youngsters returned 
home Thursday night, weary of 
their 
neighborhood 
jaunts, 
many parents found excuses to 
empty and study their bags of 
treats —hoping they wouldn’t 
be laced with tricks. 
Apparently 
such 
strategy 
worked, 
as 
few 
cases 
of 
sabotaged candy reached the 
ears of police. Parents also 
apparently kept children closer 
to 
home 
this 
year, 
and 
preferred to send them trick- 
or-treating in daylight hours. 
However, the day was not 
without tragedies and van­ 
dalism. 
At Fayetteville, Pa., a 13- 
year-old girl was struck and 
killed by a car while treat-or- 
treating with friends.

Halloween also marked the 
return of Betty Ford in her 
official role as first lady. 
Mrs. Ford served punch and 
cookies to Dracula, a witch, a 
ghost and three other disguised 
children 
raising money for 
UNICEF, the U N. Internation­ 
al Childrens Emergency Fund. 
At Sneden’s Landing, N.Y., 
more than 100 witches arrived 
on Halloween Eve by limousine

Shortly before the second bar 
exam. Brown, whose father 
was governor at the time, also 
received a three-week ‘‘crash 
program” 
from 
Gus 
E. 
Skarakis, an attorney for the 
state Department of Consumer 
Affairs 
and 
part-time 
instructor at McGeorge Law 
School. 
Brown, 
the 
Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee, took 
his first examination in August 
1964. just months after he was 
graduated 
from 
Yale 
Law 
School. Officials informed him 
in December he had failed on 
his first attempt 
Failing the bar in California 
is not unusual and bar officials 
said “some of the best” do not 
make it on the first try. 
Statistics show about 50 per 
cent usually fail the examina­ 
tion, which is given twice a 
year. 
In August 1964, when Brown 
made his first attempt, 1,757 
took the examination and 899 
passed for a pass-fail percent­ 
age of 51.2 
Brown took his second test in 
March 1965. Records show he 
passed and was admitted to the 
bar on June 14, 1965. He later 
joined the prestigious Los An­ 
geles law firm of Tuttle and 
Taylor 
Skarakis, who tutored Brown 
for three weeks before his suc­ 
cessful attempt, said, “ I was 
able to work with Jerry on a 
one to one basis.

The Santa Mana Saints tested the Huyck Stadium turf last 
week and found it much to their liking, eating up large 
chunks of it against a tough Cabrtllo defense 
Tonight the Saints will be back to attempt a repeat 
performance, this time against the sturdy defense of the 
Lompoc Braves 
This is the matchup Northern League fans have been 
waiting for 
The Braves have lost only once in six tries, and at one 
time soared as high as fifth in the C IF 3-A ratings «they re 
10th now > 
The Saints lost their season opener to Santa Barbara, then 
reversed field and have won five straight 
In league 
competition over the past two seasons, they’re undefeated 
tone tie, last year with Lompoc >. 
Lompoc already has one league loss and another would all 
but doom the Braves hopes of a CIF playoff berth 
Tonight's game could be billed as a battle of the backs 
Lompoc’s running backs - Donnie Scruggs and George 
Polly — have been an efficient team, carrying the bulk of 
the team’s offensive attack 
But Santa Maria’s backs — Rick Johnson and Cliff "Fish” 


Wilson - have bordered on spectacular As a tandem, 
Johnson and Wilson have rushed 206 times in six games for 
1,238 yards — six yards per carry (see breakdown listed 
below i 
No team has shut off the Saints' running attack But if any 
team can do it, Saint coach Tom Hawkins indicates, it might 
be the Braves, 
“ I think Lompoc plays probably the best defense in our 
league, ’ said Hawkins, who also admits that Johnson and 
Wilson are the best running combo he's had at Santa Maria 
“They have the power to run inside, and they can go 
outside Lompoc has to be concerned with both,” said the 
Hawk 
Johnson, who wasn’t eligible for varsity last season until 
the final game because he was too young (IS ), was the 
game-breaker last week against Cabrillo, with two long 
touchdown runs 
“ Hawk has brought his fullback (Johnson) along slowly.” 
said Brave coach Jim Spruill “ As people began to key on 
Wilson, Johnson got better and better So now he (Hawkins) 
has two super backs. And his quarterback (Jay Baker) is an 
excellent runner And they have some strong blockers. 
‘We've stopped one good runner (Jeff Pierce of Santa 


Barbara) this year,” Spruill went on, “ but we haven’t seen 
three good ones in the same backfield.” 
Then Spruill added, “ We feel like we're a sound defensive 
club " 
The Saints, like the Braves, much prefer to move the ball 
on the ground But Hawkins modestly asserts that his team 
can throw if the need arises 
“ Jay Baker didn't throw the ball much in our earlier 
games because he wasn’t strong (he was recovering from 
meningitis),“ said Hawkins “ But he throws the ball better 
than any quarterback I ’ve ever seen at Santa Maria, with 
the possible exception of Wes Foreman (’69).” 
While Wilson and Johnson rate one-two in league scoring 
yardage (see stats), Lompoc's Polly and Scruggs are a 
respectable three-four 
“ Lompoc always seems to come up with a hard-nosed 
fullback,’* said Hawkins, referring to Polly. “ And we have

Southern California, UCLA and Stanford are the only unbeaten teams in the 
Pacific 8 Conference race, and if the oddsmakers prove right this weekend, the three 
schools will maintain their perfect records for another week. 
Should USC beat California, UCLA down Washington and Stanford get by Oregon 
State, then the following Saturday’s Trojan-Cardinals match at Palo Alto will all but 
eliminate one of the Big Three and leave UCLA in good position because the Bruins’ 
Nov. 9 opponent is Oregon, 


But that's getting a little ahead of things. First there are this Saturday’s games to 
be concerned about and in these the 3-0 Trojans are 20-point favorites over California 
(2-1), the 2-0-1 Bruins are picked by eight over Washington (1-2) and the 2-0-1 
Cardinals are favored by 13 over Oregon State (1-2). 
USC coach John McKay, discarding the odds, is concerned about California, even 
though the Bears were soundly beaten by UCLA last Saturday, 28-3. 
“ They have a lot of offensive speed and their quarterback is as good as any we’ll 
see this year,” McKay said of California. “ They can score quickly and often if things 
break their way You never can be sure about a team like that. In my mind we’ll 
have to win it on defense ” 


Coach Jack Christiansen is as deeply concerned about Oregon State, even though 
the Beavers have lost three starters to injuries — tailback Elvin Momon, fullback 
Charlie Smith and punter Bob McKenzie. 
“ After watching films of their games, for the life of me I can’t see how the 
Beavers have lost six games this year,” said the Stanford coach. “ I ’ve seen them in 
22 different offensive formations, so it’s going to be tough for our team to fully 
contain them Look, I don’t even want to think about the following week (vs. USC). 
Oregon State is going to be tough enough.” 
Dick Vermeil of UCLA also is worried about his team’s opponent — Washington. 
“ Any team that can score 66 points with so many different people has to be 
respected, 
said Vermeil, referring to Washington’s rout of Oregon last week 


More than 20 years have past since the University of Maryland was thought of 
seriously as a college football power, but all that could change in two hours this 
weekend. 
As it is, The Terrapins are ranked 12th in the nation, but few people outside of the 
Washington-area natives probably know that. Except for the bookmakers who’ve 
tabbed coach Jerry Claiborne’s 5-2 club a mere one-point underdog to Penn State at 
the Nittany Lions’ home ballpark.

“ We re looking for them to hit hard, but everybody’s been talking about how much 
they bench press,’ he said. “ What are they going to do, come up to the line and flex 
their muscles?” 
Both teams are riding five game winning streaks and both will be playing with the 
bowl scouts in mind. 
Maryland, which lost only to Alabama (21-16) and Florida (17-10), is rolling 
toward an Atlantic Coast Conference championship, while Penn State is 6-1, having 
lost 7-6 to Navy in a rainstorm. But the Lions have lost their ability to dominate and 
had to struggle against West Virginia in a battering game at Morgantown last week 
before winning 21-12. 
Elsewhere, top-ranked Ohio State is a 38-point choice over Illinois; No. 2 Michigan 
is 30 over Indiana; No. 3 Alabama is a 21-point pick over surprising Mississippi 
State; No. 4 Auburn is pick-em versus No. 10 Florida; No. 5 Notre Dame is 32 over 
Navy; No. 6 Southern Cal is 20 over California; No. 7 Texas A&M is 11 over 
Arkansas; No. 9 Nebraska, the Big Eight’s likely contribution to the Orange Bowl, is 
15 over Colorado and No. 11 Texas is 21 over SMU.

Senator William 
Fulbright, for instance, became a great 
expert 
on 
Vietnam 
without 
ever 
traveling there once. Contrast the trip to 
Hanoi by Ramsey Clark, where by 
merely visiting there a couple of days, 
he 
discovered 
that 
the 
North 
Vietnamese were hard at work trying to 
create a virtuous society. 
But jocularity aside, it tends to be a 
good 
idea to travel, and although 
traditionally 
the 
committees 
of 
Congress have loads of travel funds for 
inquisitive Congressmen, there has been 
much 
criticism 
of 
Congressional 
junketing, much of it no doubt justified 
But what about Congressmen who do 
vote on issues of international policy, 
who do not belong to the one or two elect 
committees with travel funds, who seek 
to avoid the charge of junketing by 
getting funds from other committees; 
and who now need to avoid such 
criticism as Jack Anderson’s? 
Here is where the incredible new bill 
comes in. It stipulates (when last I saw 
the terms of it) that no Congressman or 
Senator shall in the future be permitted 


to charge more than $1,000 for a single 
public appearance; nor be allowed to 
earn more than $15,000 through public 
appearances or writing in the course of 
a single year 
Let us take it for granted that every 
law is intended to cure a particular 
abuse Years ago, we learned that Alben 
Barkley, as Vice President of the United 
States and then as senior Senator of an 
important committee, was kept by the 
labor unions by the simple device of 
paying him huge speaking fees to 
address groups he would probably have 
addressed free of charge anyway No 
doubt, in less flagrant form, the practice 
continues 
But this preposterous bill, 
aimed 
at curbing it, 
is likely to 
accomplish one of two things. If it 
succeeds, it will deprive Congressmen 
and Senators of the income in some 
cases desperately needed to eke out a

living while (in some cases) serving as 
many as 17 million constituents. If 
(more likely) it fails, it will be evaded in 
some slick way, by devices I am too 
delicate to describe. 
But for certain what you will have is a 
heightened reliance on other people’s 
benefactions: 
If a legislator has a 
genuine interest in Venezuela, or China, 
and if he cannot get there from 
Congressional funds, and cannot himself 
earn the income to finance a trip, he is 
necessarily driven either to abandoning 
his 
curiosity, 
or 
to 
making 
an 
arrangem ent 
with 
a 
foreign 
government, and exciting the suspicion 
(in some cases well-earned) of Jack 
Anderson To make themselves purer 
and purer, the Congress is making it 
more and more difficult for first-class 
men, unless they happen to be very rich, 
to seek public office.

Richard Nixon is pardoned, Leon 
Jaworski is gone Anybody can see how 
Watergate is going to end. It’s going to 
be smudged That’s the story of the era 
between Kennedy and Nixon. There 
have been good times, great times, but 
so many of them flawed 
And then 
smudged That's how we do things 
Take the war In 1964. just 10 years 
ago exactly, LBJ was telling us that we 
couldn’t trust Goldwater - he would 
escalate Lyndon said the war should be 
fought by Asian boys, not American 
boys He said it in New York, New 
Hampshire, Texas: “We are not going to 
send American boys nine or 10 thousand 
miles away from home to do what Asian 
boys ought to be doing for themselves' 
So then he got a landslide, and he sent 
American boys. That was the story of 
the era. Treat the people as children. 
Don’t trust them. Johnson had been on 
his way to a place in history as a great 
president with his vision of the Great 
Society, but he cooked up the Tonkin 
Gulf incident, and emergency war 
powers, and the vote in Congress was 
504 to 2. Only two men voted against 
him 
Neither was returned to the 
Senate. Who will put up a plaque for 
Gruenmg and Morse in the Capitol Hall 
of Fame? 
We were lied into the war; we elected 
Nixon to lie us out of it, to get us “peace 
with honor.” We couldn’t face the fact 
that we had made a mistake It was 
better to keep the war going that extra 
four years than to lose face. The 1968-72 
heroes who gave their lives, 20,000 of 
them — didn’t die to spread liberty. You 
couldn’t do that with Thieu as dictator. 
They didn't die to make America 
stronger; 
the war gave us roaring 
inflation; they died so we wouldn’t have 
to admit that we had made a mistake. 
They had to die. 
But it was embarrassing, too There 
was a draft system in which the rich 
boys went to college and the poor boys 
went 
to 
Vietnam. 
There 
were 
demonstrations and some people were 
shot, as at Kent State. (Embarrassing.) 
And it was embarrassing that the most 
powerful nation couldn’t break the will 
of a backward little country whose 
soldiers 
wore 
black 
pyjamas. 
The 
pictures 
of 
little 
children 
running 
bawling with their clothes burnt off by 
napalm; that was embarrassing. And 
the 
My 
Lai 
m a s s a c r e 
was 
embarrassing, but we smudged that. 
The brass was let off and we’ll get Lieut. 
Calley off. too; give us time. 
For a decade it was like that. Always 
something bitter, like aloes. And then 
Watergate. Your son will ask you what it 
was like in those days. Embarrassing, 
you will tell him. Voters gave Nixon the 
biggest 
majority 
in 
history. 
They 
rejected McGovern because he was too 
soft, and then discovered that Nixon had 
been lying to them all the time The 
latest tape says he told Haldeman to 


sacrifice some subordinate: "Give the 
investigators an hor d’oeuvre,” he 
chuckled, “maybe they won’t come back 
for the main course” (meaning Nixon). 
He embarrassed the Democrats who 
respected 
the 
presidency. 
He 
embarrassed his defenders in Congress 
All the way from Kennedy to Nixon it 
was the same, it was in many ways a 
good era; it might have been a great 
era, but always it was flawed. “For once 
there was a fleeting wisp of glory — 
called Camelot.” That ended with a 
shot There was the Great Society. That 
ended with a war. There was Bobby 
Kennedy, who grew before our eyes 
from a tough boy to a strong man, and 
that ended with another murder. And in 
the 
civil 
rights battle 
the blacks 
produced a great prophet-leader, Martin 
Luther King. He had to go, too. Always 
there was a flaw at the center of things. 
Where did it 
start? From many 
causes, of course. One was from living 
in an unreal world. It was there in the 
belief that we were always victorious 
and always righteous Over generations, 
a belief grew — that Asiatics were a 
special mission of the United States, as 
historian Eric Goldman said, under the 
laws of history. 
Mark Twain looked at the period after 
the Civil War, the era of wealth and 
expansion, the era of Jay Gould and Jim 
Fisk and the scandals of Grant, and he 
came up with a name for it; it wasn’t 
real gold, he said; it was The Gilded 
Age. What are we going to call this one? 
It was so good in so many ways! We 
saw social improvements and a lift in 
living standards, and an awakening of 
conscience about environment and our 
incredible waste: six per cent of world 
population using a third of its energy. 
There were magnificent moments — the 
landing on the Moon! Yet at the same 
time, we could not impose our will on 
Congress to reform the tax system. 
Always the surface that might have 
shone so brightly never seemed to. It 
was tarnished. 
In our embarrassment and malaise we 
couldn’t face things squarely; we had to 
smudge things. There was the elaborate 
falsification of the bombing runs in 
Cambodia, we smudged that; and the 
CIA in Chile, we smudged that; and the 
lies former attorney general Richard 
Kleindienst told the grand jury, we 
smudged that; and the knavery of the 
Vice President, we smudged that good. 
The man LBJ wanted as chief justice — 
left under the cloud of an indiscretion; 
the men Nixon 
wanted on the high 
court, what’s-his-name and you-know- 
who — they were dropped. And then 
Nixon quit and Jerry fixed it with the 
best smudge of all: the pardon smudge. 
Mark Twain knew the trick: you can 
pillory with a name. That was so in the 
days of dross — the Gilded Age. This is 
the age that might have been sterling- 
bright and wasn’t. The Tarnished Age.
